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PREFACE 



The State Department of Education receives a wide range of requests for 
information concerning educational media services within California. Many 
of the requests* are fid^ selected data relating to trends in the media 
field, operational practices, sburces of financial support, expenditures 
in the county media programs, as well as contractual rates for public and 
nonpublic schools. 

This compilation provides the State Department of Education staff with a 
source of reference while working with county media personnel and a source 
of information from which to extract selected data as requested from the 
field. In addition, this compilation is invaluable to the county media 
director as a comparative instrument providing extensive qualitative data. 

The data were derived from two sources. Those covering county media center 
operations in general were compiled from the 1974-75 Form AV-162--"County 
Superintendent of Schools Instructional Media Services Report." Those 
relating to sources of support and classes of expenditures were obtained 
from the 1973-74 data compiled by the Bureau of School Apportionments and 
Reports. 
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COUNTY GROUPS 



Counties grduped below maintain instructional media centers. Nine counties 
including Alpine, Colusa, Del Norte, Lake, Nevada, San Benito, Sierra, Yolo, 
and Yuba receive a major portion of their media services through contractual 
arrangements with neighboring counties. For that reason, the names of the 
nine contracting counties are placed in parentheses after the names of their 
service counties. (In addition, some counties supplement their services , 
through partial contracts with neighboring counties.) 
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16MH FILM HOLDINGS IN RELATION 
TO 1970 CASL-AVEAC STANDARDS ^ 



Since the ready availability of instructional media is a requisite to the ^ 
effective utilization of these materials by both teachers and students, and 
since "ready availability'^ is closely related to both title holdings and 
duplicate print holdings, it may be of interest to examine the 1974-75 hold- 
ings in relation to standards. Of the varied media formats (print and non- 
print) circulated by county educational media services centers, the I6ram 
film is the most heavily used item common to all 49 centers. In view of this 
and also the fact that some centers handle I6ram films only, county holdings 
of 16mm films will be used for comparison to 1970 CASL-AVEAC Standards. 2 
(NOTE: The Audio-Visual Education Association of California is now known 
as the California Association for Educational Media. 

The 1970 Standards are in two phases. Phase 1 specifies "minimum standards" 
or 1,(XX) titles for the elementary level and 2,CXX) for the secondary level; 
3,000 titles for both levels. Phase II reflects more "optimum standards" 
or 2,(X)0 titles for t\ie elementary level and 3',CXX) for the secondary level; 
5,000 titles for both levels. The standards also recommend 100 or more 
duplicate prints for every 1,0CX) students served. However, in instances of 
daily delivery of materials to each school served (seven centers provide 
this service), the need for duplicates is reduced about 45 percent. 

The following four pages show the relationship of film holdings by county to 
Phase I (minimum) standards. The fifth page following compiles a summary of 
the film holdings by county group related to the Phase I standards.
